A comparison of the figures for the first quartor with those for the rest of 1247 
would not de antirely walid, since during the former period a number of planta 
were transferred from the Soviet AG structure to the juriediotion of the Lander 
governments. These plants ara included in both the catinated and sotusl production 
figures for the seooud, third,and fourth quarterr. The atatistios for the first 
quarter of 1947, therefore, ombrace the production of u slightly amelier nuzbe: of 
plants. This transfer ig reflected partiouiarly in the figures for the mining in- 
@austry, where the output of a number of returned potarh pits is inoluded fron the 
seoond quarter on. The rise in the second quarter figures for foundries, black» 
swith worke, and stamping mills and for metal products firms may be accounted for. 
in the same fashion. 


The weager valuo of actual production for the firet quarter of 1947 may be acocunted 
for by the dialocation and contraction of 111 preductive activity resultiag frow the: 
wevers winter of 1944-1947. The stability of production values for the other three 
quartere of 1947 does not necessarily reflect a healthy level of actual output, since 
prices in some fields increased appreciably during this period. The maintonance of 
production values as represented in PM, therefoerc, nay actually reflect a slackening, 
of industriel output. In other fields, however, there was 2 sertein lowering of 
prices, ocoasioned partly by 2 falling off im the quelity of goods nad partly by the 
reeatablishment of cefling prices, It fa diffioult to determine, therefore, whether 
the total value of production wae aifeoted most by prioe increases or by price re~ 
dyotions. The safest resort would bs to consider these factors as having seacelled 
these. out. Then, judging from the stability of predvotion walues, thie points 
to the conclusion that industrial output as a whele falled to increase durince 1947. 
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The fact that production in some categories exoveded the plenned te 
products, machine construction, elec P emounte (musta 


tro-technical construction, cultural and 
otnesstonal wares) might be sooounted for by the fact that oortain atnticslofans 
in the Central Administration purposely set low quotas in order later to point to 
eratifyingly favorable production margins. | 
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
